Deaths  :  The  death  rate  (corrected)  was  12*9 
per  1,000  population 7  "The  average  age  of  death  was  64*65  years, 
excluding  infants  under  1  year. 

Milk  -  Tuberculosis  :  Nino  samples  of  172  taken 
wore  found  to  contain  bacilli  tuberculosis,  one  sample  produced 
in  this  area  and  the  others  outside.  Energetic  measures  continue 
to  be  tfc&on  to  deal  with  infected  herds.  Eight  cows  in  the 
county  were  slaughtered  on  account  of  infection  by  tubercle 
discovered  by  our  sampling.  This  shows  a  slight  improvement 
over  tho  figures  for  1938.

One  member  of  the  clerical  staff 
and  two  of  the  outside  staff  joined  His  Majesty Ts  Forces. 


Civil  Defence  Services  :  This  Department  has  had  to 
work  at  the'  fullest  possible  pros  sure  to  cope  with  the  extra 
work  imposed  by  Civil  Defence  needs. 

I  have  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Health  Committee  for  their  sympathetic  consideration  at  all 
times,  and  Mr.  Holden,  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector  and  all  the 
staff  for  their  unfailing  loyalty  and  energetic  work.  Despite 
the  extra  toil  imposed  by  the  war,  the  routine  work  of  the 
Health  Department  has  not  been  allowed  to  suffer.

Sanitary  Circumstances  of  tho  Area. 

1  -  Water.  The  water  supply. is  obtained  from  the  mains  of 
Tynemouth  Corporation,  and  the.'  small  area  which  was  previously 
supplied  b y  the  Newcastle  and  Gateshead -"Water  Company  has  now 
been  taken  over  by  the  Tynemouth  Corporation  by  mutual  agreement. 

Samples  have  been  taken  during  the  year  by  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  for  Tynemouth  and  tho  Water . Company ' s  Engineer. 
Copies  of  the  results  of  these  have  been  submitted  to  me,  and  in 
all  cases  the  water  was  found  to  bo  bacteriologically  pure. 

The  water  at  all  times  was  sufficient  in  quantity  and 
quality  throughout  the  district. 

There  is  one  well  in  use,'  and.  that  is  situated  on 
the  mainland  near  St.  Mary's  Island. 

ii  -  Drainage  and  Sewerage  -  A  full  list  of  the  works 
carried  out  will  be  found  in. the  report  of  the  Surveyor  to  the 
Council,  together  with  tho  various  streets  paved  and  supplied 
with  channels, 

2  -  Rivers  and  Streams.  There  has  been  a  decided  improvement 
in  the  Brier  Done  Stream,  but  I  cannot  report  any  improvement  in 
Seaton  Burn,  which  is  impregnated  with  coal  dust  from  Collieries 
outside  the  area. 

3  -  i.  Closet  Accommodation.  There  are  now  approximately 
11,500  water  closets  in  the  district  and  about  9,200  galvanised 
ashbins . 

In  Old  Hartley  there  are  2  privy  middens  and  2  privy 
nails,  and  in  Seaton  Sluice  there  are  8  privy  nails  in  use. 

These  would  have  been  dealt  with  along  with  the  houses  scheduled 
for  Slum  Clearance,  but  tho  scheme  has  been  held  up  owing  to  the 
outbreak  of  tho  war.  They  are  disinfected  regularly  when  emptied.

Then  erection  of  80  houses  at  Hartley  West  End,  together 
with  the  construction  of  the ‘Roads  and  Sewers,  was  completed 
during  the  year,  and  the  whole  of  the  houses  occupied,

The.  erection  of  12  houses  at  Hurt on  Village,  together 
with  the  Roads  and  Sewers,  was  completed  and  the  whole  of  the 
houses  occupied. 

The  construction  of  the  concrete  carriageway  of  Bromley 
Avenue,  between  Cauldwell  Lane  and  Seatonville  Road,  was  completed 
with  the  exception  of  the  eastern  portion  at  the  junction  with 
Cauldwell  Lane.  This  was  held  up  awaiting  the  acquisition  of 
Nos.  1  to  4,  Bromley  Place  for  widening  purposes. 


•  The  construction  of  the  double  carriageway  and,  cycle 
tracks  on  the  Blyth  Road,  between  the  Brier  Dene  Hotel  and  the 
north-east  corner  of  the  Cemetery -was  completed,  with  the 
exception  of  a  few  small  items.

Sanitary  .Inspector  of  to-day  is  a 
versatile  type  of  off icial, ' and'  carries'  out  with  tact  and  consideration 
the  multifarious  .-duties  which  are  assigned  to  him  by  the  Sanitary 
Officers »  order,,  -tire  various  Acts  and  Byelaws,  and  instructions  of 
the  Local  Authority.  His  activities  have  a  wide  range  and  cover  a 
comprehensive  field  of  sanitary  science. 

The  statistical  tables  of  the  various  services  and 
sections  will  be  found  under  their  respective  headings.

All  the  financial  statements-  relating  to  this, 
one  of  the  most  progressive  and  essential  services  of  a  community, 
are  made  up  to  the  end  of  the  financial  year,  31st  March,  1939.

’  .The  'district,  continues  to  . develop,  and  a  further  262 
houses  were  erected  and  occupied  during  the  year. 

For  most  of  the  year  a  bi-weekly  collection  was 
maintained  from  each  house  in  the  district,  but  on  the  outbreak  of  war, 
a  complete  reorganisation  of  the  service  was  made.  The  whole  district 
was  then  put  on  a  weekly  collection,  except  in  cases  of  large  hotels, 
four  streets  of  large  houses  in  the  centre  of  the  town,  and  Seaton 
Sluice,  the  latter  owing  to  the  large  amount  of  pit  coal,  etc. 

The  staff  of  22  men  was  reduced  to  16,  and  against 
this  we  saw  a  large  increase  in  the  orice  of  petroleum,  and  of  the 
various  materials  used  in  the  maintenance  of  the  motor  vehicles.

GARAGE  FACILITIES. 

The  garage  which  is  used  to  house-  the  mechanical-  vehicles 
needs  a  complete  overhaul,  or  alternatively,  new  premises  should  be 
purchased  at  the  conclusion  of  the  war. 

The  present  building  allows  the  rain  to  enter,  and  has  no 
heating  facilities. 

The  most  suitable  site  for  the  erection  of  a  now  building 
is  the  ground  next  to  the  destructor  chimney,  at  present  used  by 
tenants  of  the  Council.  J  -

The  main  shopping  centres  are  swept  from  two  to  four 
times  a  day,  and  the  main  streets  daily,  *  The  suburban  streets 
are  swept  throe  times  per  week. 

The  mileage  cleansed  daily  (including  Sundays)  is  20*8 
miles;  excluding  Sundays  the  mileage*  is  23 . 4  miles  ,  and  28*34 
are  swept  three  times  per  week. 

t  During  the  summer  months  it  was  found  necessary  to 

provide  a  number  of  new  galvanised  expanded  metal  containers  in 
the  streets  to  accommodate  the  rubbish.  Much  damage  is  caused  to 
these  litter  bins  by  thoughtless  youths. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  the  staff  c.onsis-ted  of  13 
sweepers,  a  reduction  of  2  sweepers  and  2  youths.  ■*  One  of  tire 
sweepers,  F.  Layton,  is  serving  with  H.M.  Forces. 

Seaton  Sluice  and  Old  Hartley  have  been  swept  twice 
and  three  times  per  week.

6654  gullies  were  dealt  with  and  re-sealed  with 
disinfectant  (1  part  in  6o),  at  a. not  cost  of  3. Id  including  Loan 
Charges,  and  l«09d  excluding  Loan  Charges. 

As  you  are  aware,  the  Dennis  Gully  Emptying  Machine 
can  be  converted  into  a  refuse  collection  vehicle  within  20 
minutes.  During  the  year  most  of  the  time  has,  been  spent  on 
refuse  collection. 

The  number  of  gullies  is  increasing  with  the 
construction  of  now  roads,  and  I  trust  the  Council  will  adopt  the 
new  pattern . hygienic  stoneware  gullies.,/ which  are  used  in  all 
up-to-date  districts.  : 

The  type  of  iron  gully  at  present  in  use  is  prehistoric, 
and  has  been  scrapped  years  ago -Hy  a  largo,  number  of  Local  Authorities 
who  consider  them  useless.  i 

The  County  Borough  of  Tynemouth  disposed  of  all  iron 
gullies  of  the  type,  at  present  used  by  us,  about  6  years  ago.

We  had  further  trouble  with  the  fish  stalls  at  WattTs 
Slope  regarding  the  waste  offal  and  shells  left  lying  about. 

A  number  of  imitation  tree  trunk  litter  bins  were 
placed  on  the  Links  and  in  the  small  parks,  and  proved  to  be  very 
useful. 

The  Bank  Holiday  cbowds  were  up  to  normal,  and  on 
the  day  following  their  visit  between  4  and  5-t  tons  of  debris  were 
removed . 

CLEANSING  OB  THE  FORESHORE. 

The  amount  of  refuse  left  on  the  sands  by  visitors 
continues  to  increase. 

The  provision  of  receptacles  which  could  be  placed  in 
position  by  the  chair  attendants,  and  later  removed  by  them,  would 
be  a  great  improvement.  in  this  way  the  refuse  could-be  removed 
early  in  the  morning  by  the  refuse  vehicles. 

During  the  summer  a  large  amount  of  seaweed  was 
thrown  nip  on.to  the  sands  by,  the  tide.  The  Caterpillar  Tractor  was 
put  into  operation  to  remove  this,  which  it  did  very  effectively 
and  quickly,  about  200  tons  of  seaweed  being  removed  back  into  the  sea. 

GRITTING  AND  SNOW  REMOVAL. 

The  total  amount  of  money  spent  on  these  services  was 
£29  ,  and  the  Department  kept  the  roads  in  good  order  during  the
